“'The fine’ was paid; and Senora 
Montes de Oca was then told that she 
must leave Mexico. She was escorted 
to Laredo, Texas, by the police, and 
contracted bronchial pneumonia in 
consequence of her experience, but she 
recovered.’ 

“IT am pledged not to reveal the 
names in the following cases: 
“Senorita , more than fifty 
years of age, and known for her chari- 
table work among the poor, was ar- 
rested for making a disparaging re- 
mark concerning the Government’s 
anti-Catholic actions, and was con- 
fined for eight days in the upper cells 
of the police headquarters. 

“She was the only woman prisoner 
among a number of men, and was 
compelled to sleep on a bench or table. 
Men guards always accompanied her, 
in the same way as they did Senora 
Montes de Oca. She was released 
eventually on payment of a 100 pound 
fine. 


Another Victim of Tyranny. 


“Senora was arrested for 
giving shelter to three nuns, She was 
wealthy, was fined 1000 pounds, and 
immediately left Mexico for Europe, 
where she now resides. Her property, 
however, remains in Mexico, so that 
her name cannot be mentioned for 
fear of confiscation. | 
“Senor , aged fifty-seven, was 
arrested at a postoffice while dispatch- 
ing Catholic religious pamphlets. He 
was a cultured man, but was sent to 
Tres Marias, Mexico's famous penal 
settlement off the Pacific coast. Even- 
tually he was pardoned, and returned 
to Mexico City broken in health and 
suffering from a running sore from 
chin to his neck. 
“Senor , aged seventy-two, 
was arrested, without the charge ever 
being made known to him. He was 
‘kept for ten days in the police head- 
quarters’ cellars, and then was told 
that if he paid 200 pounds a criminal 
would be substituted for him, taking 
his name and undergoing imprison- 
ne on his behalf. The money was 
paid.

“Tt is untrue that the Catholic 
Church in Mexico concerns itself with 
politieal matters,’ declared the Bishop. 
‘The Catholic Church has not partici- 
pated in polities since the establish- 
ment of the Mexican Republic. We 
have received strict instructions from 
the Holy Father not to associate our- 
selves with political events, and we 
have always obeyed that order. 
“*We are not interested in placing 
any party in power. It is true that 
many Catholics, as citizens, oppose 
the present Government, but the Cath- 
olic Church has not taken any such 
attitude. The Government is perse- 
cuting us because the present Mexican 
administration is against that spirit 
of stability which the Catholic Church 
represents. : 

“*No previous Mexican Govern- 
ment has ever taken such measures as 
President Calles has done. That is be-| 
cause President Calles is a stubborn 
individual who compromises with 
Bolshevism, against which the Cath- 
olic Church is a bulwark. 

“*President Calles also is an enemy 
of the Catholic Church and Chris-| 
tianity. He has several times said, “I, 
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Calles Seeks Excuse. 

“*He tries to hide this reason by' 
calling us seditionists. The ancient 
Romans also called the early Christian 
martyrs seditionists, and sought that! 


as an excuse for persecuting them,)

“*There is a great difference be- 
tween resisting any Government in an 
effort to overthrow it in a political 
revolution, and resisting a Govern- 
ment’s efforts to suppress religious 
freedom. We are doing nothing but 
attempting to make religious worship 
in Mexico free. We are compelled to 
cease public worship in our churches, 
because Mexico’s attempts to make 
prelates subservient to the Govern- 
ment and control our way of worship 
is against canonical law.’ 

“I informed Bishop de la Mora that 
President Calles had stated to me that 
it was impossible to discuss matters 
with the Catholic Church because of 
its claim to infallibility. The bishop 
answered: 

“"That is untrue. The Catholic 
Chureh is infallible only in relation to 
dogma and morals. It does not claim 
infallibility in matters of discipline 
and in discussions of events. The 
Catholic Church is constantly adapt- 
ing itself to new circumstances when 
the latter are not against the Church’s 
constitution.’ § 

“I asked whether the Mexican 
priesthood would agree to register for 
statistical purposes: as a means of 
ending the dispute, and I quoted to 
the bishop what President Calles said 
to me: That the Government desired 
registration only as an administrative 
act and did not desire to control the 
Church’s internal organization or reg- 
ulations. Bishop de la Mora said:
